The Central School Ques- 
tion. 

Inasmuch ns this question will oc- 
cupy the attention of tho Legislature in 
the course of a few weeks, it seems 
desirable that the subject should bo 
freely discussod in the meantime. It 
is with this view that wo now proceed 
to combat objections to tho proposed 
scheme, prosented in a communication 
which appeared in a local print yes- 
terday, — remarking parenthetically 
that tho print in question has not yet 
-vontured to express an opinion oditoi- 
iallyupon tho subject. AVo must bo 
permitted, in the outsot, to express re- 
gret that it should havo been thought 
neeessHary, in the discussion of a groat 
question like tho present, to cast a slur 
upon the intelligence and independence 
of the peoplo in any section of tho 
countiy. This tho writer in the ' -Stan- 
dard"appears to us to do when he des- 
cribes the recent action of tho people 
on tho Mainland as "little knots of 
people, many of whom never have in- 
terested themsolves in existing schools, 
like a flock of sheep following the 
bell-wether, voting for whatever is pro- 
posed to them." This we do not hesi- 
tato to denounce as a wanton slander 
It also shows how little the writer 
understands tho genius of tho 
peoplo he thus libels. In point of 
intelligence the people in the interior 
of tho Mainland will compare favorably 
with any community on the wide con- 
tinent. And as to independence of 
thought and action, let "Paterfamilias" 
just try tho "boll- whether" game and 
see if they will follow him like "a 
flock of sheep" ! Our word for it, he 
will find that they aro no "sheep," in 
that sense at all events. The objections 
raided may bo divided into two heads, 
— financial, and moral; and wo shall 
proceed to considor theso in the ordor 
in which they are presented. It is as- 
serted that "tho country will never 
consent to bo saddled with both the 
maintenance and education of the 
children of certain districts while par- 
ents in others must maintain theirs, 
and very properly too, at their own 
cost;" and then he proceeds to express 
his conviction that unless the Govern- 
ment wholly maintains, it is doubtful 
whether in many instances parents could 
contribute much towards supporting their 
children at a boarding school. Now, 
we aro very mnch afraid that tho writer 
iB open to tho chargo lie was so ready 
to make against the peoplo on the 
Mainland— that of not having given due 
thought to tho subject upon which he 
has vontured to enlighten others. We 
believo this is the only journal in tho 
Province that has treated the question 
editorially ; and we must bo excused 
for thinking that if "Paterfamilias" had 
attentively perused our former articles 
he would have found a complete answer 
to the objections now urged. The 
scheme was based upon the proposition 
that it was the duty of tho State to edu- 
cate the young. That duty had receiv- 
ed the fullest recognition in the exist- 
ing school system, and it appeared to 
us that tho only question remaining to 
bo settled was — how can that duty be 
discharged with the greatest efficiency 
and economy ? And we indulged the 
belief that we succeeded in making out 
a good case in favor of tho central or 
boarding school plan. The position 
taken was that parents should contri- 
bute towards tho maintenance of their 
children an amount, as nearly as could 
be ascertained, equal to what would bo 
saved in domiciliary expenditure by 
their absence from home. This, it was 
thought, would place the parents 
living in those outlying and sparsely 
populated districts embraced in the 
scheme as nearly ns possible upon an 
equality with those who were more 
fortunately situated, in respect of the 
advantages of a system of free state 
education,— a proper and just result 
to be aimed at. It was contended that, 
on this basis education, while infinitely 
more efficient, would cost the State 
very much less than by the present 
system; and we did not hesitate to go 
farther, and assert that, even if the 
State were to bear the whole expense 
of maintaining children at these cen- 
tral schools, the cost of education 
would not bo greater than under tho 
ordinary system, while there would 
still bo the' important recommendation 
of an immeasurably higher education. 
If these conclusions bo correct, and we 
do not shrink from, nay, we challenge 
the closest scrutiny, why should 
intelligent public opinion hesitate to 
adopt the more efficient and econ- 
omical plan ? Now for the 
moral objection, — one which we 
cordially agreo with tho writer in re- 
garding as, in itH nature, tho more im- 
portant of tho two. Wo will allow him 
to state thin objection in his own words : 
"No parent having any concern for tho 
oternal well-being of his child, would 
e.onsont to place him, during tho most 
susceptible yoara of his life, in the con- 
stant companionship of children who 
have witnoHsed only lax morality, and 
charity itself would bo forced to admit 
that lax morality is too frequently tho 
rule." For the sake of argument, we will 
asBiimo tho correctness of this estimate of 
public or, perhaps, it would be more cor- 
rect to say, domestic morality in British 
Columbia; and wo appeal to "Pater- 
familias" — and we do so with the mora 
confidence in view of his high estimate of 
virtue — whether it would not ocom to lie 
tie highest recommendation o.' tho pro- 
posed plan that it would ho the means of 
withdrawing from an unwholesome moral 
atmosphere/ "during the most susceptible 
years," tho majority of the youth of this 
country, and placing them in tho wholo- 
sonio atmosphere and subjecting them to 
tho salutary r jekaiuts of a well-conducted 



educational instiution. Even if tho mi- 
nority did suffer a little, "tho greatest 
good 'to tho groatest number" should bo 
tho aim of legislation. But wo deny that tho 
ill results deprecated by "Paterfamilias" 
in what ho is pleased to regard as excep- 
tional cases of domestic virtue, would 
follow. On the contrary, wo maintain 
that, in properly conducted institutions 
such as wo advocate, a higher moral and 
religious tone would lie found than could 
he hoped for in tho common schools un- 
der tho ordinary system. In a moral and 
religious point of view the change would, 
therefore, accepting "Paterfamilias" own 
estimate of the average morality of tho 
country, ho an advantage not only to tho 
many but also to Jtho excejitionally vir- 
tuous.

Arrival of H. M.S. Cameleon. 

H. M. steam-sloop Cameleon, Karl A. 
Main-waring, Commander, arrived in Es- 
quiinalt harbor at 3 p. m. yesterday. 8-1 
days from Panama. She had been for 
some time on tho Mexican coast before 
she. wont to Panama. She left Panama on 
Aug. 7th, and wont westward 15 dog., till 
Sept. 21st, when she came north with the 
S. E. trades till Sept. 29th. Hero she 
lost tho trades and wont west again as far 
as 145 Long., and continued a westward 
conrso till Oct. 20th, -when sho turned 
northward for Vancouver. Sho left Pa- 
nama two days after II. M.S. Soylla. Tho 
only ship sighted on the way was II. M.S. 
Petered already arrived. Tho Assistant 
Paymaster Jno. Pearson was lost by 
drowning on the Mexican coast at St. 
Bias. While out lishing with a not Mr. 
Pearson and three men wore carried off 
their feot and out of their depth by tho 
sudden change of tlie tide. Mr. Pearson 
could not swim and the others who could 
had all thoy could do, owing to the swift 
current, to save themselves. H. M. S. 
Cameleon will bo here a month or moro 
to repair thoroughly. Her foremast is 
rotton and will have to bo replaced. She 
will then leave for tho Sandwich Islands, 
Marquesas, Tahiti, Pitcairn Island and 
Valparaiso. Tho great length of the trip 
was owing to tho fact that the Cameleod 
was sent out with a small allowance of 
coal and only GO days provisions, conse- 
quently the officers and crew have been 
on % day allowance for some time. The 
following is the list of officers:

Supreme Court. 

Thursday, Oct. 31, 1872. 

At 2 o'clock, p. m., tho Chief Justico, 
Mr. Justice Crease and Mr. Justice Gray, 
took their scats on tho Bench, 
t Mr. Justico Gray's commission from 
Lord Dufforin having been read, tho oath 
was administered by tho Chief Justico and 
ho was Bwom in anil congratulated. 

Tho case of Rogina vs Bell was thon 
called on. 

Tho Attorney-General moved that tho 
Sheriff be ordered to carry out the sen- 
tence of the law. Ho made this motion 
because the Sheriff considered ho had no 
authority to do so, not having received 
tho Governor's warrant, which has hereto- 
fore boon tho practice. Tho Attorney- 
General cited authorities in support of 
his motion. 

Tho Sheriff, being callod on, stated that 
tho practice had been to fix tho time 
and place of execution in tho warrant, 
which had not boon done in this case. 

After a fow remarks from tho Chief 
Justico and tho Attorney-General, 

Mr. Justice Gray stated that, at the re- 
quest of the Chief Justico, ho would de- 
liver tho judgment of tho Court, which 
he proceeded to do in a clear and. forcible 
manner. Tho judgment was that the 
Calendar of the Assizes was sufficient au- 
thority for tho Sheriff to tako the criminal 
and name the timo and place of his execu- 
tion. 



Theatre Royal. 

Considering tho damp state of tho wea- 
thar last evening, tho attendance at the 
Theatre was remarkably good. The wit- 
ticisms of Nickerson and Wallace created 
great amusement amongst tho audience. 
Miss Fanny Garretson rendered "Tho 
Heart Bowed Down" very well, Miss 
Garretson has a very pleasant and mellow 
voice, though, if wo uiight^be permitted to 
say so, wo think a little more pathos and 
feeling in hor songs would make them 
moro impressive. The Misses Zool and 
Wallace are remarkably good danseuses, 
in fact, among the best we have ever soon 
on the Victoria stage. Barry O'Neil, as 
"Dobbs in Paris," was very good and eli- 
cited an encore, as also Miss Garretson's 
modern ballad "Write Mo a Letter Love." 
Miss Zoel's dance and song was very good 
and was also encored. The performance 
concluded with the laughable farco of 
tho "Other Fellow," which excited roars 
of laugntor amongst tho audience, Mr. 
Barry O'Neil taking the part of Mr. Pho- 
to in a very ablo manner, while Nioker- 
Bon's rendering of Blowhard was admir- 
able. 



Fatal Accident at St. Blas. — Several 
j of tho officers and men of H.M.S. Came- 
leon whilo at St. Bias on tho Mexican 
Coast wore out one ovening dragging a 
soino. The harbor of St. Bias is 
formed by a spit, which runs some dis- 
tance out into the soa and forms an estu- 
ary to several rivers running from inland 
into tho sea. As a natural consequence, 
at tho change of tide, 1 ho current at this 
spit is very strong. While the officers 
were engaged in lishing the ebb tide sud- 
denly set in anil carried the Assistant Pay- 
■ master, Mr. Pearson, tho boatswain and 
two men off their tout and out of their 
dopth. Mr. Pearson not being a swim- 
mer tho others held on to him and kept 
him up until thoy were exhausted and had 
only just strength enough left to save 
themselves and then had to loave him to 
his fate. Wo are informed that Mr. 
Pearson had several friends here who will 
regret to hear of tho sad fate which has 
befallen him. 

From the East Coast. — Tho steamer 
Sir James Douglas arrived at 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon from Comox and Na- 
naimo. bringing 12 passengers, t! head of 
beof cattle and a quantity of butter and 
potatoos. Amongst the passengers woro 
Messrs. Chapman, Syrie, Pideoek, Ken- 
nedy, Hay ward, Copland, father Rondeau, 
Mrs. Bauson, Miss Ganner. Tho Goo S. 
Wright arrived at Nanaimo on Wednes- 
day night from Sitka, after a rough pas- 
sage that lasted 12 days. The Sir James 
Douglas, in coming down from Comox, 
took nine hours to reach Nanaimo in con- 
sequence of ft heavy southeaster.

Railway matter is still under 
consideration, although "Le Courier" to- 
night states that it has been decided to 
give tho contract to Sir Hugh Alia i, who, 
with Hon. Mr. Abbott, your French con- 
temporary further says, will proceed to 
England to negotiate with capitalists for 
the necessary "sinews of war." The 
Knight of Ravenseraig and Mr. Abbott 
loavo for Montreal to-night." 

San Juan.— San Juan Island is now a 
part of Whatcom County, according to 
tho decision of'tho Emperor William, and 
per consequence Whatcom becomes 
one of tho most wealthy, populous and 
important counties in Washington Terri- 
tory. By the decision of Emperor Wil- 
liam in the San Juan matter, Washington 
Territory gains about as much land as is 
embraced in tho State of Rhode Island, 
and an addition to her population of about 
800 persons, among them 250 voters. 

The Damages Payable to the United 
States. — Tho London "Economist" says 
that the payment of these damages will 
not bo severely felt. Tho British revenue, 
exclusive of the income tax, is augment- 
ing at the rate of §3,500,000 per annum; 
add the income tax, and in all probability 
Mr. Lowo will have a surplus of four mil- 
lions of pounds. Ho can, therefore, pay 
off the damages without any inconveni- 
ence except that ho will save so much less 
than he otherwise would do.

Eastern States. 

New Yore, Oct. 28. — Tho horse disease 
is making alarming progress and shows a 
marked decrease in tho number of horses 
on tho streets, and at the hackstands there 
are only a couplo of traps. Almost every 
horse on tho street is affected more or loss, 
and only half blankotod. 

Albany, Oot. 28. — Horso diseaso is ra- 
pidly on the inciease here. Tho streot 
cars are mostly withdrawn and business is 
greatly interrupted. 

Providence, R. I., Oct. 25. — Probably 
three-fourths of tho horses here are affect- 
ed. Ton of tho cases have resulted 
fatally. 

Camden, N. Y., Oct. 28.— Twenty now 
casos of horso disease horo. 

Watertown, Oct. 28. — Horso diseaso is 
rapidly spreading in this locality. 

Bangor, Me., Oct. 28. — Horse disoaso 
is rapidly spreading and tho larger propor- 
tion of all tho horses in tho city arc moro 
or less affected. 

Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 28.— Six horses 
have died of horso disease and other fatal 
casos are reported. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 28. — Horse disease 
broke out hero to-day and 40 cases are re- 
ported. 

New York, Oct. 28. — A special from 
Washington says: Telegraphic advices 
have boon received hero of a raid over tho 
Mexican border a few days ago l>v a gang 
of American maurauders living along tho 
Rio Grande on tho Texan sido. Tho solo 
object of the raid Boomed to be plunder. 
When the Mexican otlicors attempted to 
impede their progress, the ruffians mur- 
dered tho Alcalde and several Mexicans 
and thon sot tiro to and completely de- 
stroyed all the houses in town. During 
tho tight which ensued, two Americans 
woro killed. Stops have boon taken by 
tho military authorities along tho Texan 
border to arrest the gang. 

Bench warrants woro issued to-day for 
tho arrest of Jas. H. Ingersoll and John 
D. Farriugtou, charged with forgery. 
Fsrrington it is alleged made out a bill 
against the city for 820,000 for work done 
and forged tho endorsement of E. A. 
Heath thereto. Tho Grand Jury is said 
to have found a further indictment against 
city officials in 18 casos. 

St. Louis, Oct. 30. — A correspondent, 
from Texas, Oct. 17, reports an Indian 
raid into Herd and Parker Counties on 
tho Brazos River, killing ono woman and 
wounding several other persons. 

Washington, Oct, 30. — Tho President 
to-day signed ,"■ proclamation imposing 
discriminating duties on articles from 
France. 

New York, Oct. 30. — A Norwich, Conn., 
special says, great excitement prevails 
over the report of vessels having arrived 
at Stonington from San Domingo with 
yellow fever on board. 

By a recent law, election day is made a 
holiday. In this city, for commercial 
purposes, the polls are open from (5 a. m. 
to -1 p. m. Many business lirms iiavo an- 
nounced their purpose of suspending busi- 
ness during tho day. 

Mrs. Horaoe Greeley died this morning 
at the residence of Alvin Johnson. Sho 
had two chills during the night and pass- 
ed peacefully away. 

The weather is cool and pleasant and 
very favorable to the prevailing epidemic 
which is now thought to have reached its 



Canada. 

Toronto, Oct. 30. — Strukoseh, who with 
others of his troupe was on t ho train which 
mot with an accident at [Belleville yester- 
day, had his right arm sprained and was 
otherwise injured. 

Europe. 

London, Oct. 211. — Lord Moss' country- 
seat at Lime Rock was burnt last night. 
Loss, £75,000. 

Berlin, Oct. 28. — There is a conflict 
between the Upper and Lowor House of 
tho Prussian Diet, on a country reform 
bill, which provides for local Bell-govern- 
ment in rural districts. Tho bill which 
was adopted by the Chamber of Deputies 
in its last session, came before the House 
of Lords during its present session and 
has met since with determined opposition. 
Tho majority of tho Deputies threaten to 
resign if the Upper House refuses to pass 
the bill. The Emperor has declared in 
favor of it. The President of tho House 
of Lords was received yesterday by the 
Emperor who spoke to him about tho sad 
lock in the Diet, and insisted that tho 
Lords should bring it to an end by pass- 
ing the measure which the- Lower House 
had adopted . 

Tho representation of two Gorman 
American Associations presented E. B. 
Washburno with an address expressive of 
due grateful recognition of his kindness 
towards the' Gorman resitlonts of Paris 
during tho war, not only in carrying out 
the liberal instructions of his Government, 
but in tho voluntary sacrifice of his 
own personal comfort, and in giving 
cheerfully from his own stores to tho 
needy and starving Germans. Minister 
Washburno, in^reply says, the credit for 
his acts are duo to tho administration «rf 
President Grant, under whoso specific di- 
rections ho complied with tho request of 
the German Government, to assume the 
protection of Germans in Franco. Ho 
felt that ho correctly interpreted the foot- 
ings of tho Government and people of 
the United States when he followed tho 
inclination of his own heart in doing 
what ho did. If ho was ablo to send 30,- 
000 out of Paris before tho gates of tho 
city were finally closed, it was because of 
the unbounded liberality of tho Gorman 
Government, which furnished tho means. 
Tho French Government gavo him every 
support, and if ho was able during tho 
last terrible days of tho siogo to secure 
protection and furnish tho means of sup- 
port to 30,000 Germans, who flocked to 
our legation, it was bocuufto tho Govern- 
ment of. tho National Defense caused his 
position to bo rospootod, and if ho was 
able after the siogo to continue that pro- 
tection, it was because ho had thesupport 
of tho French Republic and tho illus- 
trious man, Thiers, at tho head of tho 
Government. Perhaps, says Wasl\burno, 
nothing could bettor exemplify tho power 
of our country, and tho rospeet paid to 
our flag, than that the Commune of Paris 

in its career of crime, released on my 



demand, moro than 100 Germans who had 
boon thrown into prison, guiltless of any 
prime, and subjected to frightful parsou- 
tions. 

Paris, Oct. 30. — Thiers has informed 
Princess Clothildo, wife of Princo Na- 
poleon, that she is free to remain in 
Franco without interference by the Gov- 
ernment. 

London, Oct. 30. — Thomas Hughes, in 
an address to his constituents, declines 
re-election to Parliament. 

A dispatch from Berlin says that tho 
three experts to whom Emperor William 
had reforrod tho San Juan case, recom- 
mended as a compromise the adoption of 
the middle channel as tho boundary lino 
between British America and United 
States territory. Tho report is not pub- 
lished. 



California. 

San Francisco, Oct. 20. — Tho mail 
brings Liverpool grain circulars of Octo- 
ber 1st and 4th, regular market days, in 
which California average wheat ia quoted 
at from 13s.

San Francisco, Oct. 30. — Asa race, tho 
contest between Lucy and Occident this 
afternoon was not much, but tho crowd 
present, was a grand success. Estimates, 
place attendance at from 8 to 10,000, tho 
truo number would not vary much from 
10,000, it was decidedly tho largest gather- 
ing ever witnessed in tho Stato at any 
such exhibition. There was but littlo 
for tho first heat, tho animals getting off 
on the 3d trial. Occident broke once very 
badly, and Lucy won the heat in the 
very short time of 2:25%, Occident lap- 
ping her wheel. A half mile of the track 
was very loose and spongy, and on that 
portion Occident broke badly. After a 
half dozen attempts, the horses again 
made a good start for tho second heat, 
Occident broke badly at tho first quarter 
and lost ground, he then broke as bad at 
tho half and lost moro. Lucy won tho 
heat in 2:20 Occident being distanced 
by about two lengths. This heat finished 
tho race. It will be borne in mind that 
tho Bay District Agricultural Society as- 
sured the owners of Goldsmith Maid and 
Lucy, 325,000 to bring their horses here, 
and it is estimated that tho Society re- 
ceipts, ovor tho current expenses at the 
throe races, have been §40,000, that leaves 
tho Society comfortably after fulfilling its 
obligations toward debt and sick Occi- 
dent. While the crowd at the race would 
have greatly preferred to soo Occident 
win tho heat, the final triumph of Lucy 
was greeted with cheers, as sho had been 
the favorite from tho start. It's reported 
in horse circles that Gov. Stanford has a 
standing offer of 850,000 for Occident. 
Considering the condition of the track, 
• ven Occident being distanced in '1:10, is 
not bad for agreon horso. Whilo trotting 
squarely, Occident out-footed tho mare, 
but he iost frightfully by his breaks.

Europe, 

New York, Oct, 2(5.- Late European 
papers say that it has been announced 
that on NoAember 1st tho Germans 
will insist on French subjects traveling 
in the new Empire being provided with 
passports bearing the vise of tho Ger- 
man legation. The measure lias been 
interplead as specially directed against 
the inhabitants of Alsaco and Lorraine 
who have ohosen to abide by tho French 
nationality. A different faae is put on 
the matter by the explanations of the 
National Zeitung, saying it is necessary 
men lure of retaliation. 



Paris Recovering its Old 
Prosperity. 

Tho work of restoring all the palaces 
and buildings destroyed by the Com- 
mune, and repairing all the damages 
inflicted by the war, is steadily progress- 
ing. The -walls of the palaces all stood 
linn, and even tho hotel do yille will 
soon show no trace of destroyer. Thou- 
sands of workmen are everywhere en- 
gaged in tho work of reconstruction, 
and tho Column Vendomo will soon 
commence to rise again, tho base of 
which is carefully railed in again and 
mado ready for sustaining the restored 
column. Public buildings are also bo- 
ing erected in various parts of tho city. 
TheColumii of July, which was damag- 
ed by tho mob, is scaffolded and throng- 
ed with workmen from base to statue, 
and tho damage done to the triumph- 
al arch by German shells has already 
been repaired. New statuary is being 
erected in the Place da la Concorde, the 
Iiois de Boulogne is resuming its form- 
er attractions, and the Champs Elysees 
was never more bright and gay than at 
the present timo. The theatres arc all 
open and crowded with visitors, and the 
Boulevards at night for miles in all 
directions are thronged with people, 
and the stores and cafes brilliant with 
gas jots reflected from the countless 
mirrors which cover their interior walls. 
The Academy of Music, at tho junction 
of tho Boulevard Capauchines and the 
Hue do hi Paix, which lias been in 
course of construction for six years, is 
not yet finished. This will be tho 
greatest structure of the kind in the 
world, its front being not less than 300 
feet. The interior work and adorn- 
ment we saw rapidly progressing, and 
it will doubtless be opened in fourorfive 
months. It exceeds in niagnitionce all 
of the public buildings in Paris, and 
is surrounded by statuary representing 
all the great musical composers and the 
queens of song. On its dome there is 
a large group of figures, the central 
one holt i ig a lyre over his head. The 
architecture ismost imposing, it having 
been erected regardless of cost, which, 
it is said, will bo nearly fifteen mil- 
lions of francs when completed. It is 
difficult at night to cross any of these 
boule.'ards of Paris without danger of 
be J ng run over by the stream of carria- 
ges that arc rapidly moving in every 
direction. They radiate to all points 
of the city to the ex'e it probably of 
fifty miles, and everywhere arc throng- 
ed with people whilst tho broad pave- 
ments in front of the innumerable cafes 
are filled with chairs and tables, at 
which the promonnders stop for rest 
and tako refreshments. It would seem 
that two-thirds of tho population are 
on the streets or in the Champs Elysees 
at night, while more than a dozen 
theatres, two circuses, numerous con- 
cert halls, and five dancing gardens 
are filled to overflowing. On Sunday 
evening a great many of these large 
stores have their windows lit up for the 
display of goods, but their doors are 
closed, and there appear to be no sales- 
men in attendance. The cafes are all 
in full blast, however, and doing a.i 
extra heavy business. The best order 
w everywhere maintained, and every- 
body appears cheerful and in high 
spirits, notwithstanding tho recent 
national reverses. There are no beggars 
on tho streets, as in London, and an 
almost entire absence of street venders 
of all kinds except women and girls 
with frait for salo. In London crowds 
of ragged boys and girls interrupt you 
every movement with matches or some- 
thing for sale, and whine and whim- 
per until you are compelled to give 
thorn something to get rid of them. In 
Paris we have not met one of this class, 
who seem to be altogether excluded 
from the street traffic. — 'Paris letter to 
' ' Baltimore American"
